Tales Are nly Too True 


Ther i¢ still a firm belief in Jonahs 
at sea, and the other day a sailor, who 
was prosecuted for failing to join an 
admiralty transport, pleaded in excuse 
that he was known to seamen gener 
ally as Jonah, and that the sailors on 
the transport had threatened to throw 
him overboard if he did join. Certain 
ly, #f% superstition ever could be ra 
tional, they had some reason for theirs. 
He had served on the Titanic and the 


Empress of Ireland both of which 
were wrecked and on the Tousitania 
and Florizan, both of which were tor 
pedoed. 

Tt seems a pity that sailors should 
know the story of the prophet Jonah, 


since they get only one nora) from it 


The book was certainly not written to 
instruct seamen how to deal with 
Jonahs. There are several morals to 


be @rawn from it, some of them subtle, 


but that is not one of them. Yet it is 
unfortunately the only one which 
sailors seem to draw Jonah is prob- 


ably the character best known to them 
in the Old Testament; and what they 
know about him is that he caused bad 
weather through his own fault and 
was properly dealt with by his fellow 
voyagers. They forgot, if they ever 
knew, that the sailors cast lots to 
discover woh was the cause of the 
bad weather and that the lot fell upon 
Jonah; also that Jonah himself con 
fessed to them his disobedience and 
told them to throw him overboard 


T he Jonahs of modern times are not 
discovered by such means nor do they 
ask to be thrown overboard. They 
are assumed to be Jonals because they 


have been uncommonly unfortunate 
Perhaps they are pitied as well as 
shunned for their misfortunes; but 


often enough it is assumed that they 
have done something to deserve them, 
and then the superstitious fear of their 
fellows becomes cruel, 

The worst of it is that a Jonah may 
himself share the superstition and 
may be unnerved by the thought that 
he is marked for mistfortune; he may 
even come to believe that he has com 
mitted some crime which marks him 
out, in which case he is on the way 
to madness. But even landsmen, who 
believe themselves free of superstition, 
are apt to be intimidated by run of ill 
luck. It unnerves” them; and the 
wisest of us, if unnerved, are prone to 
superstition. Even if we resist it we 
can see that superstition is a natural 
growth of the human mind, that sup- 
erstitious explanations lie in wait for 
us all, and are but the expression in 
thought of our animal fears, the in- 
vasion which those fears make upon 
the reason. . 

Hience the great value of psycholo- 
gical curiosity; it enables us to explain 
ourselves to ourselves, to detect the 
irrational when it disguises itself as 
the rational. We are naturally myth 
inaking creatures, and the story of the 
prophet Jonah js only an excuse and 


a pattern for ‘myths which we in- 
stinctively make about ourselves or | 
others. Jf there were no such tale in 
the Bible, sailors would’ believe in} 


Jonahs under another name or under 
no name at all; they would think that 
there was some reason for a run of ill 
luck and that it must continue unless 


by some means the curse, whatever 
ic may be, is removed. And they have, 
of course, countless tales to support 
their belief in Jonahs, however false 
tlrey may be. 

The worst of superstitious tales is 


that they often are true, that men do 
lhaave extraordinary runs of ill luck in 
life as at cards. The superstition lies 
im the conclusions that are drawn from 
tlhem. For in life, as in cards, a run 
of ill luck is against the average, and 
sooner or later the average will right 
itself. Therefore, sailors, if they are 
to consider luck at all, should welcome 
«a Jonah on board, for thé longer 
run of ill luck has been the more 
lnnay expect good luck to adjust 

uw verage. If we have tossed up heads 
ten times running, we expect, what 
ever mathematicians may say, to have 
a run on tails, unless, of course, there 
is something wrong with the coin. But, 
im the case of a run of il} luck, super- 
stition always suggest; that 
something wrong.

More Than a Third of Soldiers Assign 
Part Pay and About a Fourth 
Married 


The monthly payments of assigned 
pay or separation allowances to rela 
tives or dependents of the men under 
arms now aggregate more than $2,000, 
000 More than 90,000 cheques are 
made out each month by the branch 
dealing with his part of the work 
Over one-third of the soldiers who 
have enlisted are now giving part of 
their pay to friends or dependents at 
tal force, representing approximately 
married men, are on the list for 
separation allowances. It is interest- 
ing to noie that the proportion of the 
men who are assigning their pay is 
considerably larger among’ the re- 
cruits of the past few months than 
was the case with the men who went 
overseas at first. This is accounted 
for on the ground that a considerably

The navy had 
stopped the commerce of Germany, 
while from every part of the empire 
ships Jaden with provisions, muni 
tions and war supplies of all kinds, 
made their way in safety to the 
mother land 

‘If Great Britain,’ he said, “lad 
been as well prepared on land as on 


wea, this war would not have been.” | 


The Britsh navy had made of the 
great German navy a sort of glori 
fied cana] boat. 

The speaker declared emphatically 
that the British empire would never 
Jay down its arms until Germany nad 
been beaten. The German army had 
already been ringed in with walls of 
steel. -He spoke with deep feeling of 
the splendid heroism of the Austral- 
fan troops on the Peninsula of Galli- 
opli, instancing one charge in which 
an Australian battalion went forward 
knowingly to certain death after its 
members had left theif Jast farewelis 
with those who stayed behind. This

Ger 
many now knows that she is fighting 
not only England, but also the men

We shall not 
quit while life remains in us.” 

“The issues at stake are vital,’’ con- 
tinued Premier Hiughes. “Although 


some may ‘ook on with an air of 


indifference, and hold themselves 
aloof, they are being enveloped, 
against their will, in this great strug- 
gie, which, like some great tidal 
wave sweeps resistlessly over the 
whole earth and cannot be dammed 
here or there by the act of any man 
or any nation. The destiny of the 
world is trembling in the balance and 
every nation, and every man, must 
make up its or his mind on which 
side to take a stand.”

Gigantic Aeroplanes 
Weight of Each Fully Equipped Will 
be 21,000 Pounds 


Ten triplanes that will be super- 
dreadnoughts of the air have been or- 
dered by the British government from 
the Curtiss Company for fighting Zep- 
pelins, according to a ‘flying’? publica 
tion devoted to aviation, 

The machines will be larger than 
any now in use, and thelr planes will 
tower high, with a spread of 133 to the 
wings and a body sitxy-eight feet long. 
Each machine will have jittle difficulty 
in supporting its full weight, fully 
equipped, of 21,000 pounds. With this 
weight its speed will be 76 miles an 
hour. 

The machine hull and motor. will 
weigh 12,000 pounds Wt will carry 
eight men, 212 tons of gasoline, «il 
and a dead weight of 3,000 pounds of 
bombs. With a lighter load the tri 
plane can make 100 miles an hour and 
have a radius of 750 miles. Four 250 
horsepower motors will furnish power 
for two tractor propellers and one 
pusher. The climbing tower will be 
unusual, enabling it soon to reach 
10,000 feet, the height of the night 
raiding Zeppelins . 

There will be a sixty horsepower 
screw, for use when the machine is 
on the water, The engines will be 
self starting, and the machine will be 
heavily armored Ihach machine will 
carry a S$ ly-ineh rapid fire gun and 
torpedoes of a new hind, The triplanes 
will cost $50,000 each

Whether hatched in an “apparatus” 
or under a hen, a winter-laying fow! 
is a pating proposition in our coun 
try, at least To support my state 
ment, 1 wish to mention a few of the 
many cases in the county where the 
humble hen ig doing her part in keep 
ing the profit and loss balance on the 
right side of the account, says a writ 
er in an American farm journal 

One farmer, who could not possibly 
be called a professional ponlitry man 
HS he OWNS, operates and lives upon a 
1,.690-acre farm and markets potatoes 
and grain by the carload, ig very en 
thusiastic over the profits realized 
from the flock of 100 Rarred Rocks 
which he keeps through the winter 
The strain is not “fancy” nor is their 
housing or feeding carried on accord 
Ing to book. They are just plain hens 
cared for as many farmers’ hens 
phou'd be; hatched early, fed and wa 
tered regularly, with free range in 
summer and a warm house in winter 
This man assures us that chickens 
pay well on the farm 

Another very aggressive farmer re 
ports that the eggs marketed through 
the winter and early spring enabled 
him to keep a bit ahead of his grocer? 
bill all the time, and the family at his 
table numbered sixteen. On this farm, 
like the other, the poultry industry is 
not emphasized; the fowls are given 
comfortable quarters and ordinary 
care, but the owner knows that they 
are giving good returns for the cap 
ital and labor invested 

There are other instances which ] 
might mention, where the egg 
money from a small flock was prac 
tically all the cash new settlers saw 
during their first season in the coun 
try, and still others where the actual 
profits from an entire farm con 
sisted of the good wife's egg money 

I do not Jove chickens except in 
pot pie or roasted; ] know of no 
other living creature which has so 
many different ways of being irritat 
ing as the hen allowed unlimited 
indulgence in her natural proclivi 
ties But when restricted in her 
range, and given half a chance, she 
will mahe it all up in the number of 
“strietly fresh’ she will keep in the 
efg basket 


Butter Fat in Milk 


Milk Testing the Only Way to Deter- 
mine Value of Product From 
Each Cow 
Most of our dairy farmers arepvell 
accustomed to hear of milk “testing” 
so much, either high or low, under 
standing thereby that it conrains a 
certain percentage of fat. What is 
not quite so clear to the majority, is 
the fact that milk varies considerably 
in its test, or content of fat, from 
day to day, even from one milking to 
another on the same day, and from 
month to month. This applies to 
mixed herd milk and more part{cular 

ly to milk from single cows. 

Thus, if milk is valued according to 
its fat content, it ig evidently of ex 
treme importance to every dairy 
farmer to know what the milk does 
test; further, he needs to know, 
whether selling craam or pooling milk 
if Spot’s milk tests 2.5 or 4.8, if Blos- 
som’'s milk tests 3.1 or 5.2 per cent. of 
fat. In one herd where six samples 
of milk from each cow were tested 
each month, it was found that three 
cows averaged only 1.8, 2.8 and 2.7 
per cent. of fat for the whole year. 
Io your cows give real milk or why 
a skim milk variety? You need qual- 
ity as well as quantity, are you get 


}ting both? Cow testing is necessary 


for your peace of mind

LACK OF THE GREATEST PROBLEM 


Prof. Bracken of the University at Saskatoon, Demonstrates the 
Wisdom of Rotation of Crops Lowest Yields Follow a 
Wheat Crop, Highest After Summer’ Fallowing:

when faced Dy a short crop Vhis 
can be true only in a general way 
It would probably be more correct 
to say that over the dry belt a large 
percentage of settlers failed to make 
a permanent home 

The same sort of experiences have 
been recorded jn all of the western 


states Iwansas, whieh ig now the 
foremost wheat producing state of 
the Union has a history almost tra- 
ran Droughts, cyclones and insect 


plagues followed one after the other 
and the farm population was several 
times reduced to a fraction of what 
it had been in prosperous vears. The

Of the difficulties that face the 
prairie farmers rhe mos: formidable 
ix the lack of moisture in certain sea 
SONK Prosts and rust are to be rec 
honed with ut in the majority of 
years the supply of moisture is the 
deciding factor The past vear was 


yan exception in this regard and the 
| fact that leavy vields were obtained 


on lands that had very indifferent 
preparations may lead to wrong con 
clusions as to the best methods It 
was a season When the usual sign 


p {failed and the miraculous happened 


With the abundance of rain during 
the growing season there was cool 
weather which retarded the ripening 
of the grain. liad the early fall 


jfrost come at the usual time it would 


have reduced the quantity and quality 
of the crop to a considerable extent. 
As it was harvesting and threshing 
were ocinpleted with very little dam- 
age 

Good authorities have been agreed 
that for the best results in dry dis 
trict8 a succession of Wheat crops are 
not desirable and that summer fal 
lowing every few years or the judiei 
ous rotation with other crops is the 
safest plan Even in 1915 the foree 
of many of these teachings was ex 
emplified. At the University Farn 
at Saskatoon, Prof. Bracken has been 
conducting a Jarge number of experi 
ments on the vields as affected by 
Uhe previous crops, showiug that the 
lowest yield was following a wheat 
crop and the highest after summer 
fallowing Next to summer fallowing 
as a preparation for wheat is corn or 
roots, this being in accordance with 
resylts obtained at other experimen 
tal farms 

With oOdts the same peneral results 
were Obtained, those on stubble giv 
ing &] bushels ax compared with 68 
bushels on Vv leat xround Ocner 
crops showed a corresponding “tn 
crease on fallow as conipared with 
wheat ground, the preeentage paius 
being 24 for barley, 10 for flax, 49 fo:
